Paris, Nov. 13.—A connected story 


of the shelling and torpedoing of the 
Italian liner Ancona was received by 
the Havas News Agency tonight from 
Ferryville, where it was filed on No- 
vember 11. It follows: 


"The Ancona left Messina at 8 a. 


m., Nov. 6. About 10:30 o'clock on 
the morning of Nov. 7, she picked 
up a wireless distress signal 
from 
the steamship France reading: 'S. O. 
S." We are being shelled.' 


"The 
message 
ended 
abruptly 


without the position of the France 
being given so that it was impossible 
for the Ancona to go to her ai'd. The 
Ancona continued on her route an 
hour afterwards, the sea being calm, 
and the weather misty, 


"Without any sort of warning, the 
report of a gun was heard and shells 
simultaneously struck 
the Ancona 


forward, causing considerable dam- 
age. 


"The wireless operator without an 
instant's delay sent out distress sig- 
nals with the name of the ship and 
her position. 


"The submarine approached near- 


er the Ancona, keeping up a contin- 
uous fire. First the wireless teleg- 
raphy apparatus was demolished and 
then the lifeboats were shot to pieces, 
a number of passengers being killed 
or wounded. 


"Fifty shots at least were fired un- 
til the Ancona stopped. 


"The submarine then hoisted the 


Austrian colors and her commander 
announced that he would allow ten 
minutes for all to quit the ship. The 
unsmashed boats at once were low- 
ered and after the wounded had been 
placed in them, the passengers 'and 
crew followed. This was going on 
fo"" half an hour, when the submarine 
fired a torpedo which struck 
trie 


Ancona on the bow. The snip sank 
gradually and disappeared 
beneath 
the waves at 2:30 p. m. The sub- 
marine then steamed away. 


"Toward 6 o'clock in the evening 


the mine layer Pluton, which had 
picked up the Ancona's distress mes- 
sage, arrived on the scene. 
Most 


of the survivors thus were rescued 
close to the place where the steamer 
sank."

Ancona Was Riddled With 


Bullets From the Submarine 


Before Finally Torpedoed

Paris, Nov. 13.-—Passengers aboard 


the Italian liner Ancona were com- 
pelled to seek safety in the boats 
while the steamer was subjected to 
cannonade from an 
Austrian sub- 


marine, according to a graphic story 
of the sea tragedy told by Dr. Cecile 
L. .Greil, of New York, to the Havas 
•correspondent at 
Ferryville^ The 


American 
woman 
escaped 
only 


through her ability as a gymnast. She 
Cried vainly to find a place in two 
boats but there was no room for her. 
She saved herself by dropping from 
the deck into a launch which already 
was in the sea. Her maid was killed 
in their cabin by a gunshot. 
Dr. Greil's story indicates that the 


torpedo which sent the Ancona to 
the bottom was not fired until the 
steamer had been riddled by shots 
from the guns of the submarine. 


"I was in the dining room of the] 


first class passengers," Dr. Greil is 
quoted as saying, 
"chatting 
with] 


some of the voyagers when we heard 
the report of a cannon. There was 
great excitement on the 
deck 
and* 


men were running here and there. 
I asked the ship's doctor what was 
happening and he replied that he 
did not know. Then I went on deck 
myself. 


"I saw through a slight fog a sub- 


marine about a hundred yards dis- 
tant. It was equipped with two can- 
non, 
forward and aft, which were 


being fired rapidly. I went down to 
my cabin to get my papers and there 
found my maid who pleaded with 
me to save her. A cannon shot in- 
terrupted our conversation. A shell 
entered the vessel through the port- 
hole and killed my maid. I took my 
valise and small handbag containing 
valuables after slowly putting on my 
hat and coat, and went up to the 
deck with a life belt. 
"Boats were being lowered, 
all 


completely filled. 
I sought to get 


into one of them and was told there 
was no more room. I went to an- 
other and received the 
same re- 


sponge. I then crossed the deck and 
saw a launch afloat. This contained 
the chief engineer, Carlo Lembertl, 
two doctors; and other first class pas-

Churchill who has just resigned from 
the post of chancellor of the Duchj?> 
of Lancaster in the British Isles and 
is now about to join the army in 
France. 


Mr. Churchill assumed the 
least 


important position in 
the cabinet, 


that of the chancellorship of 
the 


Duchy of Lancaster, when the coali- 
tion cabinet was formed last May, 
after having held the important post 
of first lord of the admiralty. Inci- 
dentally, Mr. Churchill's change ot 
office did not reduce the 
flood 
of 


criticism which starts as a rule from 
public statements which older men 
call at least, indiscreet. He will be 
41 years old November 30. Accord- 
ing to his critics he had not acquired 
discretion with years. 
Rightly or 


wrongly, Churchill has been blamed 
as if solely responsible for the in- 
adequacy of the British relief of Ant- 
werp, a 
military 
movement that 


brought Httle relief to the Belgians 
and ended with the internment of a 
large part of the British marine ex- 
pedition in Holland. Similarly 
he 


has had the brunt of the public cen- 
sure for the attempt to force 
the 


Dardanelles without the help of the 
army, a failure which up to date has 
produced a British casualty list ot 
approximately 100,000 men. 


It is logically 
unreasonable to 


place upon his young shoulders the 
complete 
responsibility for both of 


these undertakings which could not 
have been made without the approv- 
al of his older cabinet associates, but 
public criticism is least of all things 
logical and he is termed with unre- 
lenting cynicism "the duke of Ant- 
werp and Gallipoli." 


Possibly he would not thus 
be 


forced to bear the full brunt of this 
disapproval if he were not addicted 
to a rather boastful or over-confident 
method of public address. 
His pro- 


phecy early in the war that if 
the 


German ships did not come out and 
fight, "we would dig them out of 
their hole like rats"; his prediction 
that if Zeppelins came to 
England 


they would 
be 
surrounded by "a 


swarm of hornets," and his claim at 
Dundee where he went to speak be- 
fore his constituency after his clasa 
with Admiral Fisher, that the Brit- 
ish on the Gallipoli peninsula were 
"within a few miles of a great vic- 
tory" are typical instances of this 
form of oratory. 


One of the comic weeklies, which 


has been poking fun at Mr. Church- 
ill's recently adopted avocation of 
painting, pictures him with easel and 
pallette before 
canvases 
depicting 
rats in holes and swarms of hornets 
and entitles its cartoon "A promising 
painter, somewhat lacking in execu- 
tion." 


On Trafalgar 
Day he made an- 


other mistake, according to his alert 
critics when he wrote "Through our 
long delays, the enemy had seized 
a new initiative in the near east.** 


One day when he was present in 


the house of commons, he was asked, 
"how 
the delays had arisen, and who 


had been responsible for them." 


Not long before he had been chat- 


ting with David Lloyd-George on the 
treasury bench but when the ques- 
tion was put he had disappeared. 


Cheers greeted the question 
and 


members called out "he was here; 
he is in the house," and Mr. Hogge, 
one of the prominent baiters asked 
"why 
has he run away?" 


Several days later he expressed re- 


gret that he was not present 
when 


the question was asked, saying he 
meant that the delay was incidental 
to the joint action in military and 
diplomatic affairs of 
the 
various 


allied governments among whom the 
responsibility was shared.

last year were illegitimate, according 
to a detailed report made public1' to- 
day by Dr. Morton W. Bland, state 
registrar of vital statistics. 


The total number of births was 


101,801, and 1748 of these were il- 
legitimate, making a rate of 1.71 per 
cent of all children born. 


Illegitimate children were born to 


23 mothers under 15 years of age, 
one over 45, 58 at the age of 15, 111 
at 16, 238 at 18, 188 at 19, 180 at 
20, 147 at 21, and 113 at 22. Of 
the total, 1583 were white and 163 
colored; 192 were of foreign par- 
ents. 


Geauga was the only county which 


reported no illegitimate births. Ross 
had 30 and the highest rate, 3.76 
per cent of the children born in that 
county. 
Counties with low rates of 


illegitimacy were Belmont .17 per 
cent; Brown .18; Coshocton .02; 
Wyandot .28; Ashtabula .41; Erie 
.43; 
Henry .38; Knox .38; Lorain 


.34; Seneca .48.

serious mone- 


tary loss, yet hospital care, doctor 
bills, surgical attention, medicine, 
and nursing service cost something 
too. Then the loss of time, the de- 
crease in efficiency, and too often 
a funeral in the 
family 
all cost 


money. Hence if it is important to 
conserve the 
finances by avoiding 


animal 
diseases 
and by learning 


best methods of care, what shall we 
say about 
conserving the 
human 


health as a pecuniary gain? 


The 
man 
who 
specialifts 
in 


chickens knows exactly what to do 
when the ravages of pip, roup and 
all the rest of it, threatens to anni- 
hirate his flock because he he made 
a study of such conditions. He also 
is not ignorant about feeding his 
flock to produce the best results in 
eggs, (broilers or whatever he is try- 
ing to produce. This is just as it 
should be. 


The pity of it is that if his child- 


ren get sick or do not do we'll he 
seems entirely at a loss what to do 
about it. 
Even in simple 
things 


his child enough to study its needs, 
in food, in sickness, in development 
and in every possible way. I affirm 
that before men and women assume 
the enormous responsibility of par- 
ent-hood they should 
become spec- 


ialists in the care of their own kind. 
•It should not 'be thought more diffi- 
cult to feed one's self for the great- 
est efficiency 
than to 
feed 
your 


horse, or cow or bog.

It will therefore be our. aim in

model were set in the same frame, one 
ahead of the other, would the rear 
erank shaft be strong enough to stand 
•the strain? 


Tbe rear crankshaft would have to be 


strong enough to transmit the horse- 
power of both motors. This would be 
especially true if the timing was so ar- 
ranged that the power strokes of the 
two motors were synchronized so that 
the minimum stress from both motors 
(ell upon the shaft at the same time. 
Iu such a case as you mention a heav- 
ier crankshaft should be installed in 
tho rear motor. 


My car smokes badly and has used 


one gallon of oil in 100 miles. It has a 
splash lubrication system. What is the 
trouble, and how can I remedy it? 


When a splash system smokes the 


trouble can generally be put down to 
either too high a level in the splash 
trough, too deep dipping of the con- 
necting rods or bad piston rings. The 
first two amount to practically the 
same thing, because if the level of the 
oil is too high the connecting rod is 
sure to dip too deeply Into the oil, and 
hence the effect is to splash too much 
oil to the cylinders. When the piston 
rings are faulty the oil leaks past tbe 
rings, and after it reaches the com- 
bustion space is burned in large quan- 
tities, thereby causing the smoking 
and sooting. 
The proper course for 


you to pursue is first to determine the 
proper level in the crank case. 


The trouble with your oiling system 


might be in the leakage of air in the 
vacuum tank which controls the sup- 
ply to the crank case. 
If air leaks 


into the cap at the top the oil will flow 
out of the tank into the crank case, 
and the result will be such as you 


^ mention. Therefore see that the filler 


cap on top of the reservoir is abso- 
lutely airtight. If you will do this and 
also see that the oil level is not above 
the plug in the bottom your system 
will work all right. 


Have the different makes of magnetos 


different material for breaker points 
than platinum, and, if so, what is it? 
Are there different grades of platinum 
points? 


The so called platinum points for 


magnetos vary greatly in composition 
jand hardness. 
Different compositions 


jand percentages of it'idium are used in 
"the 
compositions, tbe average being 


somewhere about 15 per cent iridium 
or less. 
In some of the very cheap 


grades no platinum at all is used, nickel 
being substituted. These points do not 
stand up for any length of time.. 


Where platinum is used tbe only dif- 


ference in actual grade Is in the varia- 
tion of the percentages of alloying sub- 
stances used and also in the thickness 
of the points. In some cases the plati- 
jnuin is very thin. 


. My plate clutch slips. Tried washing 
Jt with kerosene, but with no results. 
Also had the crank case taken off, but 
fee no nuts to take up on. Have tried 
lioth kinds of oil, but have met with no 
success. What is the cause? 


Probably the clutch is being held dis- 


engaged by the sticking of the pedal 
shaft in its bearing or other members 
of the operation mechanism aje stick- 
ing due to lack of lubrication, thus not 
allowing the clutch tcr become fully en- 
gaged when the pressure is removed 
from the clutch pedal. If the mecha- 
nism is found to be in good shape the 
next cause would be insufficient pres- 
sure exerted on the plates. This might 
be caused by weak clutch springs or 
springs that have taken a permanent 
set after a few thousand miles of serv- 
ice. 


Automobile manufacturers can test 


'springs for their tension, and, while 
great care is exercised in the strength 
of the steel wire which goes into them 
and the heat treatment of the same, 
nevertheless occasionally springs will 
pass by Inspector, no matter how rigid, 
that have not been carefully 
heat 


treated, and after some little service 
they'will take a permanent set and 
fail to exert sufficient pressure on tho 
plate to transmit the power. 


The third and most likely cause is 


dirty and gummed plates due to neg- 
lecting to change the lubricating oil iu 
the motor. 


When I run my car at about twenty 


or twenty-five miles per hour it makes 
a grinding noise as though there is 
friction somewhere in the transmission 
system. Can .you tell me the cause? 


Improper meshing of the drive shaft 


pinion and master gear is possibly 
the cause of a noise appearing iu the 
differential when the machine is driven 
at a speed of twenty or twenty-five 
miles an hour. If you will have the 
drive shaft pinion and master gear re 
placed the trouble will probably be im- 
mediately overcome. 


Is a cantilever spring as easy riding 


as any other kind? 


Cantilever springs give easy riding 


owing to their sibillty to check the re 
bound. The elliptic spring as used on 
jninny cars gives very easy riding, and 
it cannot be stated that the cantilever 
Is bettor than this. 
Much depends 


upon the lorul carried and upon the de- 
tilgn of the springs used. The relation 
between sprung and unsprung weight 
is a factor f<*r consideration. 


Of late I have been putting one gal- 


lon of coal oil to ten of gasoline in my 
tank and have found it satisfactory, but 
could that be the cause of the large 
amount of carbon in my engine? 
The 


carburetor is sufficiently heated by the 
hot air from the exhaust, and the in- 
take manifold becomes so hot that it 
cannot be touched. There is a knock 
in each cylinder when the engine pulls 
hard with spark advanced. 


You are driving with the spark ad- 


vanced too far. Any motor will knock 
when pulling hard with'the spark ad- 
vanced, as you have stated. The spark 
lever should be retarded as the throt- 
tle is opened, but only enough to stop 
the motor knocking. If you will ex- 
amine the Interior of your motor you 
will probably find that there Is not 
enough carbon to cause a knock. We 
would not advise mixing gasoline and 
kerosene; you are likely to have vapor- 
izing troubles, as the kerosene is liable 
to be left in the carburetor. The kero- 
sene will not vaporize as readily as 
the gasoline and in a short time your 
float chamber will be full of kerosene, 
and then the motor will be obliged to 
run on the latter until the float cham- 
ber is emptied, when It will be filled 
with the mixed fuel and the cycle will 
be repeated. This variation in the qual- 
ity of the fuel will result in poor car- 
biu-etion. The saving that results from 
adding such a small percentage of kero- 
sene is not sufficient to make it worth 
the trouble. 


My motor runs evenly when running 


empty, but when pulling along on high 
speed, with- the motor throttled down, 
the front cylinder misses. I have done 
everything I know of to correct this. 
Can you suggest something? 


Provided you are certain that it is 


the front cylinder, we would advise 
making a thorough inspection o£ the 
ignition. Examine the spark plug for 
small cracks and see that the points 
are about one-thirty-second inch apart. 
Look over the wiring to this plug once 
more for bare insulation and inspect 
the timer to see that proper contact is 
made. See that there are no air leaks 
around the manifold connection and be 
sure that the valves are not warped. 


I have trouble in short circuiting. I 


have put on an all new magneto cable, 
but it goes through anywhere it hap- 
pens to touch any metal. Can it be that 
the magneto is too strong? 


The probable reason for the current 


leaking is that the insulation is not 
heavy enough, or it has become worn 
in places where it has rubbed against 
the metallic surfaces. 
Possibly the 


leak of current occurs at the point at 
which the wires pass through the fiber 
block over the exhaust manifold. It 
would also be well to note if this block 
is properly in place. 


If a can of gasoline is exposed to the 


air long enough for a noticeable part of 
it to evaporate will the remaining gas- 
oline be any weaker than it was at 
first? 


When gasoline is exposed to the air 


and allowed to evaporate the specific 
gravity of the remainder of the liquid 
increases, and, while the fuel value re- 
mains about the same, it is harder to 
start a motor with it. Gusoline is a 
mixture of a great many petroleum 
oils differing slightly in their specific 
gravity, and when this mixture is al- 
lowed to evaporate slowly' a greater 
proportion of the light oils Is taken up 


I by the atmosphere, and thus what is 
' left becomes heavier and heavier, and 


as the specific gravity increases it 
makes starting harder. 


Is there such a thing as a high com- 


pression or a low compresdp.n motor? 
If so, what is the advantage of a low 
compression motor? 


Motors have been constructed with 


compression pressure varying all the 
way from nothing at all up to several 
hundred pounds. Roughly, motors with 
a compression of over seventy pounds 
are generally considered to have high 


'; compression and engines with less than 


fifty-five pounds low compression. Yet 
the terms are purely relative and have 
no exact meaning. A low compression 
motor will run slower and more smooth- 
ly at slow speed than a high compres- 
sion one. It is not so likely to knock 
when the cylinders ars carbonized, nor 
will it overheat so readily. The pres- 
sures generated are not as great, and 
therefore the parts do not need to be 
made so strong. The high compression 
engine, on the other hand, is more effi- 
cient and develops a greater power for 


1 a given piston displacement.

The latter presents the better appear- 
ance before cooking, but the former is 
plumped up and becomes attractively 
smooth and of unbroken skin surface 
under the influence of the heat needed 
in its preparation for tlie table. All 
choice or fancy turkeys and other poul 
try are dressed "dry picked." 


There are "several sources of produc- 


tiop of ultra superior turkeys, for each 
of which it is claimed that it holds the 
palm of excellence. 
As the reputation 


for luxurious living In this country be- 
gan in the south, it will be well to com- 
mence with a description of the rice 
fattened birds of Maryland. They are 
distinguished for delicacy of flesh and 
flavor which are imparted by the\r ex- 
clusively rice diet, and their skin is 
remarkably white, as compared with 
that of other poultry, which is also at- 
tributed to the character of feeding. 


There are certain epicures who will 


partake of no other turkeys while 
"Maryland rice feds" are procurable. 
Tbe next in order is what is designat- 
ed as "Philadelphia," and this em- 
braces turkeys, chickens, fowls, geese 
and ducks. Pennsylvania has been oc- 
cupied by a thrifty class of German 
immigrants, who early provided good 
poultry, especially in Bucks county of 
that state, which furnished the supply 
of the citizens of Philadelphia. 


Visitors to that city, attracted by the 


excellent poultry with which they were 
served, substituted for "Bucks county' 
"Philadelphia," and so it has become 
the term for all varieties of Pennsylva- 
nia poultry sent out of the state. 


Northward progression of the descrip- 


tion of famous poultry next halts al 
Rhode Island. 
There the poulterers 


have selected the largest of the cult! 
vatcd strains, which attain the weight 
of twenty-five to thirty pounds the 
first year and fifty pounds and up- 
ward the second year. Massachusetts 
has its claim to the production of high 
class.poultry also on file, and to tur 
"keys It adds geese, of which in New 
York, where all qualities and standards 
are passed upon and determined, the 
excellence is conceded.
